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Remembering NASA's Seven

This past Sunday, January 
28 marked the 10th anniversary of 
the worst accident in the history of 
NASA's space program. Not even 
the 1970 Apollo 13 incident can 
compare to what happened at 1 1 :39 
am, January 28, 1986, 73 seconds 
into what should have been a routine, 
yet special flight. Special because it 
was to be the first time acivilian was 
to fly in space. 

Some of you can remember 
where you were for the first space 
walk. Even more of you probably 
remember Apollo 13. Most of you 
can probably remember where you 
were and what you were doing when 
the space shuttle Challenger 
exploded. 

Up until that fateful day in 



1986 NASA had spent people into 
space on 55 occasions. Prior to the 
Challenger tragedy NASA had 
experienced only one other tragedy. 
On January 27, 1967 during a dress 
rehearsal for Apollo 1 , three NASA 
astronauts lost their lives on the launch 
pad. 

January 28, 1986 should 
have been a very special day for the 
seven astronauts of Challenger, 
several of whom had flown before. 
Foronc astronaut in particular though 
it was a step that no private civilian 
had accomplished. Thirty-seven year 
old Christa McAuliffe, of Concord 
NH, was to be the first teacher in 
space. She was chose from over 
1 1 ,000 applicants to be the first for 
the Teacher in Space Program. 

The day started out quite 
normally for the seven astronauts, 
including McAuliffe: Francis Scobce, 
Judith Rcsnick, Ronald McNair, 
Michael Smith, Ellison Onizuka and 
Gregory Jarvis. Unlike a few days 
prior to lift-off when the original 
launch date was scrubbed due to

temperature, co-operated and the 
shuttle was ready for take-off. 

From the word go the 
Challenger flight seemed picture 
perfect, from lift-off until 72 seconds 
into the flight. Then 73 seconds into 
the flight something happened and 
the Challenger turned into a ball of 
flames. As pieces of the shuttle fell 
into the ocean the NASA announcer 
spoke those tragic words, 
"Flightcontrollers are looking 
very carefully at the situation. 




Obviously we have a major 
malfunction. ..the vehicle has 
exploded." 

Ronald Reagan proclaimed 
the following week the be a national 
week of mourning. On the Friday 
following the explosion over 6000 
NASA workers, government officials 
and family members of the lost 
astronauts joined President Reagan 
at Cape Canaveral for the memorial 
service. 

It took some time to find out 



exactly what went wrong that caused 
the Challenger explosion. After 
months ofinquests it was established 
that a malfunction of the "o-ring" on 
the solid rocket boosters was the cause 
of the explosion. 

It took two years before the 
shuttle program got back underway. 
Today the shuttle program is back in 
full swing, with many safety 
precautions in place, doing important 
work for future generations.

Summary of a lecture to be 
presented by William F.Ryan 
S.J. at Sudbury University, 
March I, 1996. 

With the collapse of the 
communist governments in 
eastern and central Europe 
and the end of so-called 'real' 
socialism, the dominant 
western free-market 

paradigm has become 'the 
correct thinking of the day.' 
It has become the ideology, if 
not the creed not only of 
economists, business and 
government leaders, but even 
of United Nations agencies - 
not to mention of lead 
business publications such as 
The Econom ist and The Wal I 
Street Journal, as well as of 
the editorial and business 
columnists of The Globe and 
Mail . Indeed, the World Bank 
and the IMF [International 
Monetary Fund,] the major 
transnational corporations 
[TNCs] and business-owned 
international media have 
become the chief 

propagandists, implenicnters 
and enforcers of this 



economic orthodoxy, especially in 
the so-called 'developing' or poorer 
countries of the world. 

However, not even Canada, 
twice hailed internationally as country 
best suited in the world for truly 
human living, has escaped their 
economic lessons and discipline. 
Now we witness our national and 
provincial governments competing 
with one another to prove which is 
the most loyal disciple of this bom- 
again orthodoxy, in order to curry 
favor with the New York investment 
houses. 

Dr. William F. Ryan S.J., a 
Harvard trained economist has 
recently published a book entitled 
Culture. Spirituality, and Economic 
Development , under the auspices of 
the IDRC [Intemational Development 
Research Centre] and the Jesuits that 
sharply questions the credentials and 
claims of this new economic 
orthodoxy, particularly as it relates to 
the 'developing' or poorer countries 
of the globe. 

He bases his findings on 
interviews held with some 200 
persons knowledgeable and 
experienced in the promotion or 
economic development in Asia, 



Africa and Latin America - including 
representatives from various 
intellectual disciplines, world 
religions and local cultures. 

Those interviewed were not 
ideologues and have no ready-made 
alternative to offer, but they are 
searching for broader alternative 
approaches to development, ones that 
make local cultural and spiritual 
values more into account. It is surely 
a telling sign of the times that so 
many individuals from such diverse 
backgrounds, disciplines, experiences 
and beliefs, in so many comers of the 
globe, are profoundly questioning 'the 
correct thinking' of our age. Their 
common insight is that the global 
free-market paradigm is neither viable 
ecologically in the long term, nor 
adequate, in the short term, to meet 
the basic needs of all peoples for 
human development. 

In his lecture, at Sudbury 
University, Dr. Ryan S.J. will share 
his stimulating research journey 
across three continents as well as his 
proposals to help shape an altemati ve, 
more viable and more human future 
for our planet.

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Child Abuse Petition Circulating

A petition, denouncing the 
sexual abuse of children, is making 
its way through Laurentian. Dr. 
Martine DeLaJudie, professor of 
psychology, has been treating 
children who have been victimized 
by adults and she is the one who has 
started this petition. 

"This is a way for people to 
be aware that this problem exists," 
she says. The question is not 
necessarily one of a fourteen-year 
old girl with an eighteen yearold boy, 
but rather one of 2,3 and 4 year-old 
children being raped by adults. One 
can consider that, in the first case, 
there is consent. This can not be the 
case with the second scenario. 

Children often don' t discuss 
what could be happening, because 
they don't know how to verbalize 
exactly what is going on. They often 
use childish vocabulary to describe 
events because they don't know the 
"adult" words. Another reason 
children don't discuss the event is 
that they're scared. The abuser often 



threatens the child with things 
like'Mommy [orDaddy] will goaway 
if you talk about this,' Mommy [or 
Daddy] will blame you for this,' 'it's 
your fault,' or even 'we're not doing 
anything wrong.' Andifthreatsdon't 
work, promises ofgifts and blackmail 
will. 

"This is exploitation of 
children, pure and simple," 
DeLaJudie continues. "There are 
groups out there who advocate 
'loving, sexual relationships' with 
children [NAMBLA, Societc 
Guilleron]. And they will often cite 
research that supports this behaviour. 
The research indicating the contrary, 
that these 'relationships' arc 
detrimental to the child, is 
overwhelming." 

When asked about the recent 
phenomena of 'false accusations, Dr. 
DeLaJudie laughed. "There are very 
few cases of 'false accusations' from 
children. There have been false 
memories on the part of adults, but 
this is extremely rare for children. 
Often, these ideas are put into the 
children's head by a parent [in the 
case of marriage breakdown and 
custody] or another adult. Why would 
a child tell someone that he/she was 
being raped or abused if he/she 
wasn't? The child would ultimately 
suffer because the core family would 
breakdown. Children would have no 
reason to do this." It is also easy to 



detect if a child is lying about the 
events by the vocabulary that the 
child uses. The therapist asks 
questions withoutdirecting the child's 
answers. "A child cannot describe 
what he/she doesn't know. There arc 
many methods of evaluation that can 
help the therapist decide to what 
extent the claims are true." In only 
3% of the cases are the accusations 
false. The therapist must then 
discover the motivations behind the 
falsehood. 

The widespread idea that 
many accusations are false is being 
spread by people who abuse the 
children. "How better to have easy 
access to children and to have them 
treated as liars than to spread the idea 
that most accusations are false?" 
DeLaJudie continues. "This way, the 
abusers are protecting themselves 
from discovery and can continue their 
abuse without interruption." 

There arc questions as to the 
necessity of a petition since the sexual 
abuse ofminors is illegal. DeLaJudie 
retorts, " So is substance abuse. So is 
drinking and driving. Because 
.something is illegal does not mean 
that it is not occuring." 

The petition will be sent to 
the Institute for the Prevention of 
Child Abuse inToronto. It iscurrcntly 
available in the Psychology, 
Sociology, Nursing and Social Work 
departments. It is also posted in 



Lambda's office. All those wishing 
to sign are urged to go to those 
departments and ask for the petition.

Listening to Children 

If a child trusts you enough to tell you about an incident of sexual abuse, you 
are in an important position to help that child recover. The following 
suggestions can help you provide positive support. 

Do: 

Keep calm. It is important to remember that you are not angry with the 

child, but at what happened. Children can mistakenly interpret anger or 

disgust as directed towards them. 

Believe the child. In most circumstances children do not lie about sexual 

abuse. 

Give positive messages such as "I know you couldn't help it," or "I'm 

proud of you for telling." 

Explain to the child that he or she is not to blame for wJiat happened. 

Listen to and answer the child's questions honestly. 

Respect the child's privacy. Be careful not to discuss the abuse in front of 

people who do not need to know what happened. 

Be Responsible. Report the incident to the appropriate authorities. 

Arrange a medical exam. It can reassure you that there has been no 

permanent physical damage and may verify important evidence. 

Get help. Get competent professional counseling, even if it's only for a 

short time. 

Call the Sexual Assault Crisis Center [in Sudbury, 675-1323]. (You can 

even call anonymously.) 

Don't: 

Panic or overreact when the child talks about the experience. Children 
need help and support to make it through this difficult time. 
Pressure the child to talk or avoid talking about the abuse. Allow the child 
to talk at her or his own pace. Forcing information can be harmful. 
Silencing the child will not help her or him to forget 
Confront the offender in the child's presence. 
Blamethcchild.SEXUALABUSE IS NEVER THE CHILD'SFAULT!!!

The Harassment Policy stipulates that. .."The Ontario Human Rights Code specifically prohibits 
discrimination on the basis of race, ancestry, place of origin, colour, ethnic origin, citizenship, creed, sex, sexual 
orientation, age, record of offenses, marital status, family status or handicap. Behaviour constituting harassment 
is considered by Laurentian University to be a serious offense affecting the University generally, and it is subject 
to a range of disciplinary measures up to and including dismissal or expulsion by the University." 

Scenario #2 could constitute harassment. Addressing people in a derogatory manner and treating them 
differently because of one of the factors listed above could constitute harassment. 

If you find yourself in a similar situation, seek some advice. If you arc being harassed, there are steps you 

can take to get help, whether you are a student, a teaching member or a non-teaching member.

$100 Increase In Student Fees

As ifthcrisingcost of tuition 
next year is not enough to add stress 
to students' lives, the question of 
improving transportation to and from 
Laurentian University at additional 
costs to students adds insult to injury. 
An often heard complaint regarding 
Laurentian University is that it is too 
isolated from the rest of the 
community. In fact, Ramsey Lake 
Road is often congested with bumper- 
to-bumper traffic, especially during 
peak hours of class. As a result, the 
Transportation Recommendation 
Implementation Committee has been 
fomied to address this problem, along 
with the issue of an increasing number 
of cars parking at L.U.'s already 
""swamped" lots. 

Over a period of time, the 
Committee determined that the cost 
of building a new access road to 
Laurentian would not be an option, 
concentrating rather on improving 
the usability of Ramsey Lake Road 
by teaming with Sudbury Transit. In 
ordcrtoaddrcss the parking situation, 
the Committee furthcrestablished that 
there would either have to be an 
increase in parking space (too 
expensive) oradccrease in the number 
of cars parking at L.U. The 
Committee's recommendations 
included two ideas, the second of 
which was most feasible: car-pooling 
and a universal bus pass. 

Students taking the bus to 
Laurentian spend over $50 a month 
to obtain a bus pass. Tlie Committee's 
plan is to strike a deal with Sudbury 
Transit which would bring a universal 
bus pass to students at a low price of 
$100 for the entire year (the pass is 
identical to a regular bus pass, but 
lasts for a period of eight months). 

This may seem like a great 
idea, and in fact would save students 
taking the bus a fair sum of money. 
The price of $ 1(X) for each student 
attending L.U. has been derived by 
matching the Transit's revenue of 
about $500,000 a year to the $100 
times 5000 students and staff 
registered at the University. The 
only problem with the entire situation 
is that students will have to pay the 
extra sum /•e^a/Y//ejj of whether they 
will be using the pass or not (of course. 



the plan allows for "opt-outs" who 
are exempt because of long-distances, 
i.e. Espanola, or parents who drive to 
school and have to worry about 
picking up their children from day- 
care). The universal bus pass idea is 
not fairly distributed between the 
students at Laurentian University. 

Although several 

universities have enjoyed the success 
of a bus pass sysem, L.U.'s bus pass 
idea seems to lack strength in several 
aspects. The bus service provided by 
Sudbury Transit cannot be compared 
to bus services down south, as some 
would argue. The success of such 
bus pass systems in southern Ontario 
is due to the fact that buses in Toronto 
and other places pass by every five to 
ten minutes. On Sundays, their bus 
system changes ever so slightly, 
whereas here in Sudbury, the buses 
pass by once per hour, and their route 
is often hard to figure out. Keeping 
that in mind, students must also 
consider that economic times are 
tough, and government cuts will also 
affect the stability of the existing 
Transit routes (concern for Sunday 
routes has already been expressed by 
Transit officials). Considering these 
aspects, the universal bus pass offered 
by the Committee to the students 
seems to lose its lustre, and remains 
highly unattractive to those who drive. 

The Transportation 

Recommendation Implementation 
Committee stated its concern for 
accessibility to Laurentian 
University. Examining some 
statistics, one can see that about half 
of those considered for paying the 
extra money already have viable 
accessibility to the University. It is 
interesting to note that about 1600 
parking spaces have been sold to 
students (Nov. '95), and about 250 
spaces to faculty and staff. Adding to 
those numbers the 1200 spaces in 
residence, agrand total of 3050people 
are already accounted for regarding 
tansportation to and from the school. 
If about half the number of students 
and staff are in need of bussing 
transportation to the University, it 
would be unfair to place this cost on 
the whole of the student body and 
staff. 

In an interview with David 
Pearson, Chair of the Committee 
responsible for the bus pass proposal, 
it seemed that breaks would be 
provided for those who drive cars. 
The bus pass would be offered to 
those students at only two-thirds the 
price of the regular bus pass. As if 



this idea wasn't silly enough (since 
those with cars would have little use 
for a bus pass), the money saved by 
those students would have to be 
collected by Laurentian in other 
forms, the most obvious being 
increasing the cost of parking. This 
idea leaves car drivers totally 
alienated, since not only are they 
putting forth an extra $60 for a 
senseless bus pass, but they would be 
penalized with the extra cost of 
parking their vehicle. The universal 
bus pass idea would appear to be a 
penalty for those who choose to drive 
their vehicles to the University. 

In judging the value of the 
idea of the universal bus pass 
proposal, one must take a moment to 
reflect upon exactly who gains what 
from the idea. Laurentian University 
would benefit by gaining improved 
access (Ramsey Lake Road would 
most definitely be less congested). 
Students taking the bus most 
obviously receive the greatest deal: 
at $100, the savings would be 
immense. Students and staff who 
drive cars, however, seem to suffer in 
the worst way, subsidizing the costs ' 
for everyone else. The most 
interesting idea is that Sudbury Transit 
is assured its business, and has to 
exert itself very little in order to 
improve service forthe students, who 
bring increased business to the City. 
The Laurentian University bus route 
may even be one of the most 
profitable, and yet the cost of 
ameliorating the service is dropped 
upon the students themselves. 

What can the student body 
do about this? In the following weeks, 
the SGA will be holding a referendum 
as for the passing of the bus pass 
proposal. Improved universal access 
to Laurentian is a laudable objective, 
and the Committee's effort is to be 
commended. However, the proposal 
seems to have several flaws, since 
about half of the student body already 
has access to the University. The bus 
pass proposal is grossly unfair to those 
students who drive, and is insulting 
to the student body in that they are 
held accountable for paying the costs 
of improving access to the University. 
As a Laurentian University student, 
you can have your say on the matter 
by voting on the referendum, to be 
held in conjunction with the SGA 
general elections on Tuesday, March 
5th and Wednesday, March 6th 1 996.

I picked up my mail recently 
and found a package from a group 
purporting to be one that supports 
capitalism and rights to privacy. 
Included in the package was short 
bookcalledA Man' s Right to Wealth. 
Intrigued, I read it. Unfortunately, it 
turned out to be a book-length pitch 
for me to join some gentlemen's 
investment club based in England. 
But one thing did catch my eye... 

Emblazoned on the back 
was the question, "In Canada's 
Charter of Rights, is there any mention 
of a man's right to wealth?" The 
answer, according to the blurb by the 
authors was "Of course not!" It got 
me to thinking about the relation of a 
person's right to their production to 
that of others who feel they have a 
right to demand whatever they feel 
they need. 

Do we indeed have a right to 
wealth? My answer would be 
immediately, "Yes, as long as you 
didn't take it fi"om someone else." 
But according to the critics of Mike 
Harris, it apparently seems that tlie 
real answer if no, you do not have a 
right to wealth or to keep all the 
efforts of your production. 

I've read essays and books 



that explain th is as the effect of Judeo- 
Christian ethics or attitudes that have 
come about because of the social 
engineering that our left-leaning 
friends have pioneered, but I'm not 
going to try and explain how the 
attitude developed. I ' m not a historian 
and I don;t frankly care why people 
believe this. I just want to make a 
plea for you people to understand 
that you do not have the right to 
whatever pittance I earn, or whatever 
fortune a wealthy person earns. You 
only have a right to whatever you 
earn, or try to earn. 

I was engaged in debates a 
few weeks ago with several people 
who did not hold my views on this 
matter. I was assaulted by arguments 
like "But what about the poor? Don't 
they have the right to live?" and 
"Don't you think that people have a 
duty to help out others? Don't you 
feel it's an obligation?" It would be 
silly to suggest that I don't believe 
the poor have the right to exist, if 
you've read anything I've written, 
you know my beliefs on the sanctity 
of the individual. But with every 
centimeter of my being, I do not 
believe that I am dutibound or 
obligated to help someone out. If I do 
it, and I have, I want to be able to do 
it out of choice. 

By believing that we are 
dutibound to help, we immediately 
cede out right to keep our production. 
I do not believe that society has a 
right to decide what an indi v idual has 
to do with their freedom. What sort 



of freedom is it when your choice is 
none or none? 

It's this belief that society 
has the right to take for you because 
it ( whoever the it arc, anyone who 
uses 'society' never really explains 
the concept) deems it necessary. 
"What about my right? My needs?", 
you may ask yourself innocently 
enough. "You have cnougii, others 
need it more, even if they didn't earn 
it?" If you're that thinking sort, your 
next question will be "Who decides?" 
That question rarely gets answered. 
Your next question might be, "How 
much is enough?" That question will 
never be answered. 

At this point you might think 
I'm arguing for the wealthy. You'd 
be dead wrong. I'm arguing for the 
individual and the individual alone. 
Everyone, be they wealthy or not, has 
the right to keep all the efforts of their 
labour, whether or not society deems 
it a right. Their work ( and the benefits 
derived from it) is an extension of 
their political rights. Democracy and 
capitalism go hand in hand and we 
cannot promote one kind of freedom 
without understanding that the 
coUorary of one is the other. 

If you accept my premise 
that what you earn is yours, and no 
one has the right to take from you 
without your assent, then you must 
also believe that society is wrong for 
its attempt to create mediocrity all 
around by taking from you to give to 
those who say they need it. Just 
because you need something does 




not mean you have the right to it and 
just because society says something 
is a right does not make it so. No one 
has the right to take from another 
human being by force. With the 
weight of the government and its 
monopoly on enforcement, don't tell 
me that it isn't force. 

I suspect that I argue to few 
people. The beliefs I espouse here 
are seen as mean and cruel towards 
the poor, harsh and not fitting with 
society'sbelief of people being their 
brother's keeper. To that I will not 
answer. You have the right to put any 
emotionality you wish on my words, 
1 will not argue because the words 
say what I mean them to say, and I 
will not argue with the many people 
who place emotion over reality. I 
only ask you the following: 



Ask yourself what basic 
rights you really hold, ones that can 
be logically validated and consistent 
over a complete range of beliefs. 
Forget the tripe that you've heard in 
the media or by my opponents who 
create new rights daily or emotionally 
blackmail you into complying with 
theirdemands. Get down to the basics. 
This is not easy. I ma convinced that 
you will agree that people basically 
have a few indivisible rights. We 
have the right to life. We have the 
right to try and find happiness. We 
have the right to be free, and that 
freedom involves all aspects of our 
lives, be they political or economic 
because the one cannot be examined 
without the other. 01* will you cede 
my right because you don 't care about 
yours? That choice is not yours.

Special Interest Groups to 
the right of us, to the left of us, 
everywhere...

Question: Can I borrow Huron 
Palaeobotanyl 

Reply: Yes. This is a government 
document that is now eligible to 
circulate thanks to a recent Senate 
motion. When this document is 
returned to the library it will be 
transferred from the public 
documents, material is organized by 
issuing body; in the circulation 
collection, by Library of Congress 
subject classification. 

While circulating certain 
categories of public documents may 
not see like a big deal, it is one 
important way of making them more 
accessible to students, as well, 
frankly, of cutting down on theft. By 
the way, the honour of borrowing the 
first public document according to 
the new Senate policy goes to Dr. Pat 
Julig of the Sociology and 
Anthropology Department.

Even professors cannot get it on the 
deal available.

After four years here I 
never really bothered going down 
there. Had there been a sign to 
remind me it existed, I would have 
used those resources more 
frequently. 

Reply: Your suggestion is a good 
one. That said, it must also be said 
that the Archives has not really been 
up and running until last summer 
when the university finally named 
Marthe Brown as the university 
archivist. Since her arrival Ms. 
Brown has been busy creating access 
tools for the resources already 
donated to the archives as well as 
scouting' the possibilities for new 
fonds. (A fond is an archival 
collection).

Next, I believe that we 
should abolish the legal drinking age, 
because it only encourages 
irresponsible drinking. Instead, let's 
teach people to handle drinking 
responsibly from a young age.

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THE ORIGINS OF BLACK HISTORY

The celebration of Black 
History Month began when historian 
Carter G. Woodson, generally 
regarded as the father of African 
American history, initiated Black 
History Week in February 1926. In 
1915, Woodson established the 
Association for the Study of Negro 
Life and History which was formed 
tocontinue the tradition of preserving 
the history of people of African 
descent. Four hundred years of 
colonial domination and slavery 
resulted in the distortion, omission, 
and under-representation of this 
history in every aspect. For these 
reasons, Woodson, as editor of the 
Journalof Negro History, TccogniTcd 
the necessity for students, teachers 
and the general literary public to 
become aware of the achievements of 
African Americans. His Association 
annually celebrated the literary 
achievements of Black people, and 
expanded into a movement that 
enjoyed spectacular success for more 
than a decade. 

From those modest 
beginnings, virtually all agencies widi 
direct impact on the African American 
community, became involved in the 
activities, which later were extended 
to cover a month. Various themes 
such as the black family, black

education, black explorers, the black 
church, and black scientists have 
been the focus for Black History 
Month. While at one level the aim is 
to promote pride and self-esteem and 
enhance the cultural heritage of 
people of African descent, at another 
level the hope is that through these 
activities other racial groups would 
obtain a better understanding of the 
African tradition as well as the 
contributions of people of African 
origin throughout the new world 
diaspora. 

In Canada, Negro History 
Week was first celebrated by the 
Canadian Negro Women's 
Association in 1957. In 1979, the 
one-year-old Ontario Black History 
Society petitioned the Mayor of 
Toronto to issue the proclamation 
making February Black History 
Month. February was chosen because 
it included the birthdays of Frederick 
Douglass, a well known Black 
Freedom fighter who helped slaves 
escape via the Underground Railroad, 
and Abraham Lincoln, the former 
President of the United States who 
freed slaves during the U.S. Civil 
War. 

Few candoubt the enormous 
strides that have taken place in 
bringing to the public important 
aspects of the African American/ 
African Canadian past. Through 
Black History Month, it is hoped that 
we all become more aware of the 
significant aspects that Black people 
have played in enriching Canada's 
experience. Presumably, these special 
acti V ities bear testimony in part to the 
richness of tlic Canadian cultural 



heritage, and point to a greater 
appreciation and tolerance in others 
toward the diverse cultures on which 
this nation is bound. 

It would be disingenuous, 
however, for me to suggest that all is 
well as the larger Canadian society 
has shaped and continues to reshape 
Afro-Canadian culture. In order to 
be in a position to appreciate, we first 
need to be educated about these 
contributions and the context in which 
they evolved. Educators should 
reexamine their syllabi and 
curriculum to ensure inclusion of 
material relating to people of African 
origin. Students from all walks of life 
should inquire about the role of 
African people in almost every area 
ofstudy. Clearly, we need to redouble 
our efforts throughout the year until 
we achieve that goal. 

Wlien all persons and groups 
more readily recognize and appreciate 
the contributions and culture of 
African people, a month-long slate of 
activities may no longer constitute 
the main direction for highlighting 
the achievements of African people 
all over the world. Only then will our 
collective consciousness be better 
informed by the knowledge of how 
cultural diversity has enriched our 
lives. 

When that time arrives, 
perhaps a special day or week might 
still be needed for celebration and 
remembrance. Until then, it is upon 
us all to appreciate and further the 
goals and aims of Carter G. Woodson 
and the other honourable founders of 
Black History Month. 



African Art

Poro Society Anti-Witchcraft Mask, Senufo people, carved by Zana Soro, Cote d'lvoire. 

Anonymous gift. 

The poro society anti-witchcraft mask is another mask pertaining to a secret society. This Senufo helmet mask is 
a visual sign of protective and aggressive magic and the embodiment of supernatural powers and knowledge of 
magical formulae. Tlie Senufo people of the Cote d'lvoire use this mask as a force against lawbreakers and evil 
spirits. 

In contrast to the chi wara of the Baniana, the poro society is an all-male secret society. This anti-witchcraft mask 
employs animal imagery to symbolize the need for control in an imperfect world. Wild boar tusks and antelope 
horns have been added to the fearsome image of a bird devouring a chameleon. The bird is the hornbill, a metaphor 
of the world's creator used widely by western African sculptors. This bird was one of the first beings on earth and 
the one that brought palm nuts and the oil palm to the region.

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Voodoo: Beyond The Myth 



VODUN (VOODOO) 
RELIGION 

Vodun or Sevi Lwa is commonly 

called Voodoo or Voudou by the 

public. The name comes from an 

African word for "spirit". Vodun's 

roots go back to the West African 

Yoruba people who lived in 1 8th and 

19th century Dahomey. That country 

occupied parts of 

today's Togo, 

Benin and 

Nigeria. Slaves 

brought their 

religion with 

them when they 

were forcibly 

shipped to Haiti 

and other islands 

in theWest Indies. 

Today over 60 

million people 

practice Vodun 

worldwide. It is 

widely practiced 

in Benin. 

Although it was 

suppressed 

during the 

Marxist regime, it 

has been allowed 

to practice freely since a democratic 

government was installed there in 

1989. It is also followed by most of 

the adults in Haiti. 

Today, there are two virtually 

unrelated forms of the religionithe 

actual religion, Vodun practiced in 

Benin, Haiti, Dominican Republic 

and various centres in the US where 

Haitian refuges have settled. An evil, 

imaginary religion, which we will 

call Voodoo here. 

It has been created for Hollywood 

movies. It does not exist, except in 

the minds of most non- Voduns. 

History of Vodun in the West 

Slaves were baptized into the Roman 
Catholic Church upon their arrival in 
Haiti and other West Indian islands. 
However, there was little Christian 
infrastructure presentduring the early 
19th century to maintain the faith. 
The result was that the slaves created 
a syncretistic mixture of Roman 
Catholicism and their original native 
faith. This they practiced in secret. 



even while attending Mass regularly. 
An inaccurate and sensational book 
(S. St. John, "Haiti or the Black 
Republic) was written in 1884. It 
described Vodun as a profoundly evil 
religion, and included lurid 
descriptions of human sacrifice, 
cannibalism.etc, some of which had 
been extracted from Vodun priests 
by torture. This 




book caught the imagination of people 
outside the West Indies, and was 
responsible for much of the 
misunderstanding and fear that is 
present today. Hollywood found this 
arich source for Voodoo screenplays. 
Horror movies began in the 1930's 
and continue today to misrepresent 
Vodun. It is only since the late 1 950's 
that accurate studies by 
anthropologists have been published. 
Other religions (Macumba, 
Candomble, Umbanda and Santeria) 
bear many similarities to Vodun. 

Vodun Beliefs 

Vodun, like Christianity, is areligion 
of many sects. Each group follows a 
somewhat different spiritual path and 
worships aslightly different pantheon 
of deities, called Loa (or loa). The 
word means "mystery" in the Yoruba 
language. Yoruba traditional belief 
included a chief God Olorun, who is 
remote and unknowable. He 
authorized a lesser God Obatala to 



Voodoo Flags 



Art forms created for use in religious ritual are incredibly powerful 
works. In the case of voudou, or in the American colloquial, "voodoo," the 
traditional banners or flags are no exception, and they synthesize the 
symbolism embodied in African tradition, Roman Catholicism, Masonic 
symbology, and Arawak Indian influences. 

Haitian banners, designed by Voudou priests or houngans, arc 
made of satin, and embroidered with sequins, beads, and seed pearls in 
brilliant and iridescent colors. Vev refers to the fragile line drawing 
executed in cornmeal, soot, coffee grounds, or brick dust on the floor of the 
bounfor, or voudou temple to represent or summon the various loas, or 
spirits. The Vev banners contain the same symbols, but in a more detailed 
and colorful elaboration. 

The flags have a central role in voudou ceremonies, complex 
rituals in which a strict protocol must be observed. At the beginning of a 
ritual, banners are produced from a secret place, and are brought forward 
by hounsis - apprentice mambos, or voudou priestesses. The latter are 
accompanied by a machcte-weilding assistant. The houn.sis wave the 
shimmering flags in the candlelight to summon the loas to whom the 
cermony is dedicated. They also signal the transition from the real to the 
spiritual world, creating the state which allows the loa(s) to appear and 
"mount," or possess, participants in the ceremony. 

The flags displayed throughout the "Voodoo" article are antiques 
and hang in various museums in North America.

provide food and other materials; the 
Loa provide health, protection from 
evil spirits 

and good fortune. Rituals are held to 
celebrate lucky events, to attempt to 
escape a run of bad fortune, to 
celebrate a seasonal day of celebration 
associated with a Loa, for healing, at 
birth, marriage and death. 
Vodun priests can be male (houngan 
or hungan), or female (niambo). A 
Vodun temple is called a hounfour 
(or humfort). At its centre is a 
poteau-mitan, a pole where the God 
or Gods communicate with the 
people. An altar will be elaborately 




Vodun Rituals 

The purpose of rituals is to make 
contact with the Gods and 
Goddesses, to gain their favor by 
offering them animal sacrifices 
and gifts, to obtain help in the 
form of more abundant food, 
higher standard of living, and 
improved health. Human and Loa 
depend upon each other; humans 



decorated with candles, pictures of 
Christian saints, symbolic items 
related to the Loa,etc. Rituals consist 
ofsomcofthe following components: 
a feast before the main ceremony 
creation of a veve, a pattern of flour 
or cornmeal on the tloor which is 
unique to the Loa for whom the ritual 
is to be conducted; shaking a rattle 
and beating drums which have been 
cleansed and purified; chanting; 
dancing by the houngan and/or 
niambo and the hounsis (students 
studying Vodun). The dancing will 
typically build in intensity until one 
of the dancers (usually a hounsis) 
becomes possessed by a Loa and falls. 
His or her ti bon angc has left their 
body and the spirit has taken control. 



The possessed dancer will behave as 
the Loa and is treated with respect 
and ceremony by the others present, 
animal sacrifice; this may be a goat, 
sheep, chicken, or dog. They are 
usually killed by slitting their throat; 
blood is collected in a vessel. The 
possessed dancer may drink some of 
the blood. The hunger of the Loa is 
then believed to be satisfied. The 
animal is usually cooked and eaten. 

Sorcery 

The houngan and mambos confine 

their activities to "white" magic which 

is used to bring 

good fortune 

and healing. 

However 

caplatas (also 

known as 

b o k o r s ) 

perform acts of 

sorcery or 

black magic, 

sometimes 

called 

"left-handed 

Vodun". 

Rarely, a 

houngan will 

engage in 

sorcery; a few 

alternate 

between white 

and dark 

magic. 

One belief 
unique to 
Vodun is that a 
dead person can be revived after 
having been buried. After 
resurrection, the zombie has no will 
of their own, but remains under the 
control of others. In reality, a zombie 
is a living person who has neverdied, 
but is under the influence of powerful 
drugs administered by a sorcerer. 
Although most Haitians believe in 
zombies, few have ever seen one. 
There are a few recorded instances of 
persons who have claimed to be 
zombies. 

Sticking pins in "voodoo dolls" was' 
once used as a mcthcxi of cursing an 
individual by some followers of 
V(xlun in New Oricans. However, 
they are not used today, outside of 
hoaor movies.

ISLAM- Past, Present, Future 




Antelope Headdress, Baniana people, western region Mali. 

The antelope headdress is worn by Bamana men who arc members of thcc/i. 
wara secret society. Such associations arc very important in western African 
agrarian cultures. The group takes its name from a Baniana cultural hero, the 
spirit who taught the Bamana their most essential skill, agriculture. 
The function of the chi wara is to teach the skills needed for successful 
farming, to ensure a good harvest, and to guarantee the survival of the 
Baniana people. Chi wara is the sole major Bamana secret society that admits 
women, although only initiated men may carve the masks and wear them as 
they dance. The inclusion of women stresses the underlying philosophy of 
chi wara: harmony may be achieved only by maintaining a dynamic 
equilibrium between nicna nd women to produce new generations, and 
between sun and earth to grow new crops. During the perfomiancc, each 
mask has a special female partner who dances behind the niasqueradcr, 
fanning the air to disseminate the spirit's vital aura. 



Epa Dance Mask, 

Yoruba, southern 

Nigeria. 

The Epa dance mask expresses 
the belief in Shango, the 
Yoruba god of fire, thunder, 
and lightning. Shango is 
depicted here as an equestrian 
warrior in European clothing. 
This Africandeity traditionally 
terrifies his enemies by 
blowing fire and smoke from 
his mouth, suggested in this 
instance by smoking a pipe. 
Tlie dancer who wears this 
Janus (two-faced) mask must 
have great athletic prowess. 
The climax of the Epa 
ceremony requires him to leap 
up and land on a small ntound 
three feet above the ground 
surface. Good hunting and a 
bountiful harvest are assured 
if he succeeds. Ifhe does not, 
the powers that made him fail 
must be appeased with 
sacrifices. 




Early History of Islam 

It was founded in 622 CE by 
Mohammed the Prophet (circa 570 to 
632 CE) in Medina. It is the youngest 
of the world's great religions. 
Followers of Islam are called 
Muslims. An alternate spelling that is 
occasionally used is "Moslim"; it is 
not recommended because it is often 
pronounced "mawzlem": which 
sounds like an Arabic word for 
"oppressor". Some Western writers 
in the past have referred to Islam as

Sacred Texts 

The Qu'ran are the words of Allah. 
This was originally in oral and written 
form; they were later assembled 
together into a single book, the 
Qu'ran.

The Hadith, which are collections of 
the sayings of Mohammed. 

Muslim Beliefs and Practices 

Muslims follow a lunar calendar 
which started with the hegira, a 300 
mile trek in 622 CE when Mohammed 
relocated from Mecca to Medina.

The number of 
Muslims in North America is in 
dispute: estimates range from under 
3 million to over6 million. The main 
cause of the disagreement appears to 
be over how many Muslim 
immigrants have converted to 
Christianity. Statistics Canada reports 
that 253,260 Canadians identified 
themselves as Muslims (0.9% ofthe

There are three other groups which 
originated within Islam:

They developed in the 7th century 
CE as an ascetic reaction to. the 
formalism and laws of the Qu'ran. 
Baha'i: an attempt to integrate all of 
the world religions. It was originally 
a break -away sect from Islam but has 
since grown to become a separate 
religion. 

Black Muslim Movement (EMM): 
This is largely a black urban 
movement in the US. One driving 
force was a rejection of Christianity 
as the religion of the historically 
oppressing white race. It was started 
by Wallace Fard who built the first 
temple in Detroit. Elijah Muhammad 
(born Elijah Poole) established a 
second temple in Chicago and later 
supervised the creation of temples in 
most large cities with significant black 
populations. They taught that blacks 
were racially superior to whites and 
that a racial war is inevitable. The 
charismatic Malcolm X was perhaps 
their most famous spokesperson; he 
plaid an important role in reversing 
the BMM's anti-white beliefs. In its

Jammin' Down Under night draws 
a sizeable crowd. Hopefully in the 
future a backing band will be added 
to this amateur showcase night to 
encourage the participation of those 
who might not be able to accompany 
themselves, but who would 
nevertheless like to sing. Also, do 
not be alarmed if you see people in 
cowboy hats and 'kickers swarming 
the pub, as Garneau intends to hire a 
line dancing instructor for country 
nights downunder. Yee haw. 

Perhaps you aren't fond of 
the pub because you don't like beer. 
Fortunately, the manager has 
diversified the product line in the bar 
to include Long Island iced tea, 
Okanagan apple cider, every 
Schnapps he could locate, and "pretty 
much everything the liquor store has 
to offer." That is not to say that 
alcohol consumption is encouraged.

"One of the problems right 
now is that a lot of students are 
spending their money at off-campus 
bars...

For those cynical students 
who are not swayed by eloquent 
promises of future improvements, 
there will soon be concrete 
renovations to the pub itself. The 
beer-soaked and gum-spotted carpet 
will be removed from the centre island 
and the bathrooms will be modernized 
somewhat. Garneau wants to "freshen 
up the look without overspending." 
It is also worth noting that the brass 
railings have been polished for the 
first time. 



If you have never been a 
regular pub patron, either because 
you have not enjoyed it in the past or 
because you've never really given it 
a chance, now is the time to try it out. 
If nothing there appeals to you yet, 
Garneau emphasizes that he is open 
to suggestions.

After 
1993'sbrilliantyaro/F/(e.s, the band 
all but went into exile, pulling out of 
both a Metallica tour and a projected 
appearance at Woodstock 95, citing 
health problems, rumoured to be 
caused by the members' drug 
problems. As a decent chunk of '95 
passed with no new product from the 
boys, it seemed to many that AIC was 
to be the latest name added to the list 
of brilliant artists ruined by drugs. 
However, the speculation on their 
future became more optimistic with 
the release of Mad Season's Above 
and its companion disc. Mad Season 
Live. 

This powerful collaboration 
between AIC singer Layne Stalc^, a 
fresh from rehab Mike 
McCready of Pearl Jam, 
Barrett Martin of Screaming 
Trees and John Baker 
Saunders, is a brilliant eclectic 
piece of work covering blues 
(Artificial Red) to an almost 
Sabbathesque crunch of I'm 
Above. Fans of Staley's unique 
voice won't be disappointed — 
the trademark rage and exotic 
harmonies so prevalent in 
AIC's music are well 
represented here and Stalcy 
uses them to their full extent so 
that on tracks such as the 
intimate Wake Up where there 
is only one quiet vocal part for 
the most of the song, the sheer 
shift in dynamic is as 
impressive as the vocals 
themselves. Perhaps the most 



intriguing transformation, however, 
belongs to McCready. A stark 
contrast tohis straightforward playing 
in Pearl Jam, this album's guitars are 
drenched in phase-shifting and delay, 
reaching theirapcx on the psychedelic 
instrumental number, November 
Hotel. This album is a gem on all 
levels — not only does it hold its own 
against the rather imposing catalogue 
of other Seattle supergroups such as 
Temple of the Dog or Hater, but it is 
packed from beginning to end with a 
variety of great songs. There is 
something for everyone and if 
you are one of those who needs 
a range of styles to hold your 
interest, this is one album that I 
think you should own. 

One the other hand is 
the much anticipated follow up 
to Dirt, an album titled Grind. 
Expectations were high for this

One of 
the more cynical theories which I'm 
entertaining is that the band may 
seriously have rushed into the studio 
just to end the speculation of their 
breakup. Indeed, the first words heard 
on the album seem like a direct 
challenge to naysayers: "In the darkest 
hole/You'd be well advised/Not to 
plan my funeral before the body dies." 
To its credit, the album grows on me 
a little more every time I listen to it 
but I just don't feel that it measures 
up to their previous work. Granted,
